IN THE COURTS. 


Yesterday’s Events in the Various Temples 
of Justice,

LUMBER MEN. 
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Establishment of a General Agency of the 
Saw Millers’ Association. 

About a month ago the saw millers’ associa- 
tion of Georgia and Alabama had a session in 
Atlanta. After adopting a classification for 
the Atlanta market the association con- 
sidered the question of establishing*a general 
agency in Atlanta. 

It was represented to the association that 
many of the smaller mills could not get their 
products tomarket advantageously and that 
some of them were run by men who were not 
suificiently skilled in the classification of lum- 
ber to know the value of what they turned 
These and other considerations led to 
the conclusion that a general agency should 
be established in Atlanta. To the agent se- 
lected and placed under proper bond the pro- 
duct of the mills could be sent. Theagent is 
to classify the lumber properly and to dispose 
of 1t on commission to the best possible ad- 
vantage. The special committee appointed 
by the association to select an agent for the 
general yard in Atlanta, met yesterday after- 
noon at Union hall, on Broad street. There 
were several applicants for the 
poeition. Mr. Martin F. Amorous, a 
well known lumber dealer of this city, 
was elected. He will accept the general agen- 
ey at once, give the requisite bond and pre- 
pare to open the yard. It will represent fifty 

ills, allof which are in Georgia, except 

or four in Alabama. They 
send an average of 
feet of lumber a day to the Atlanta 
yard. The establishment of this general 
agency and classification of lumber for this 
market will increase the importance of Atlanta 
asalumber market. A great western trade 
was opened a few years ago for Georgia pine. 
It has been worked up by the enterprising 
sawmillers and lumber dealers of Georgia, and 
its importance is more fully recegnized every 
day. Recently branch offices o1 some ol the 
largest lumber firms of Georgia have been es- 
tablished in Atlanta. Every indication points 
toward the establishment of the commanding 
point for the western lumber trade in this 


city.
